Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed November 8, 2005, with respect to s 1-34 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The Non- Final Office Action of March 6, 2006 has 
been withdrawn. 

2. Applicants representative called April 12, 2006 and indicated that there was a lack or 
response to the Arguments/Remarks filed November 8, 2005 concerning the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
rejection of Suzuki et al (Japanese Patent Application Publication No. 08-048595) in view of 
Timans et al., (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0149715 Al), namely the pulsed 
heating for removing the native oxide with a halogen gas.
